BY HEROIC TREATMENT 


Became Delirious and Then Dropped 
Into Unconsciousness .— From 
Every Section Messages 
of Sympathy Are 
. Arriving. 


Indianapolis, Ind.,, March 12.—Gensral 
Benjamin Harrison can live but a few 
hours. His condition up to an early hour 
this (Tuesday) morning was encouraging 
to his physicians, but at that time he 
became restless, and an hour or so later 
Dr. Jameson, who had left the ex-presi- 
dent’s bedside at midnight for his own 
home, was hastily summoned by Dr. 
Dorsey, who has remained constantly 
in the sick room for several days past. 

Those at the Harrison residence are 
Mrs. Harrison and little daughter Eliza- 
beth, Private Secretary Tibbets, Drs. 


“Jameson, Dorsey and Hadley and a corps 


of trained nurses. Colonel Russell Har- 
McKee have been ad- 
vised by wire of the serious turn in the 
general’s condition, and the former has 
wired that he will leave Washington at 
1:30 Wednesday morning for Indianapolis. 
Mrs. McKee, however, is detained at her 
home, Saratoga, N. Y., through the ‘il- 
ness of her children. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon Dr. Jame- 
gon said in his bulletin that General Har- 
rison’s condition was critical. At 3 o'clock 
and 4 o’clock additional bulletins were 
issued, which simyly stated that no 
change in the condition of the general 
had occurred. Drs. Jameson, Hadley and 
Dorsey watched by the bedside, not leav- 
ing it for a moment, except to retire fon 
@ short, low-voiced consultation in @ 
corner, or in an adjoining room. 


Apparent He Is Dying. 


’ At 5 p. m. it became apperent that , 
General Harrison was dying, and physi-

tlon. “They say it is'a matter of hours 
Only, and all hope of fis recovery is 
abandoned. 

General Harrison continued to sink 
from early this morning. He was tor 
the greater part of the time in @ gemi- 
comatose condition, and at times there 
were indications of approaching delirium. 

The continual spreading and deepening 
of the inflammation and congestion was 
the great danger that has been feared 
from the beginning of his illness. 

Barly tonight there was increased res- 
piration which told of the creeping con- 
gestion and the strength of the general 
began jo rapidly diminish. At 10 o’clock 
he was much weaker than he had been 
two hours before, and from that time on 
the sinking continued. Shortly after 10 
o’clock tonight, with his face plainly 
betraying hi sagitatioh, Dr. Henry Jame- 
son, the physician in charge, left the res* 
idence to go to his office to procure some 
additional medicines which the gravity 
of the case demanded. When he returned 
he said that the condition of General 
Harrison is extremely critical, and it is 
impossible to say how long, in his weak- 
ened condition, the patient might be able 
to resist the deepening of the congestion. 
Used Oxygen Treatment. 


During the afternoon the physicians re- 
sorted to the oxygen treatment in an en- 
deavor to furnish relief to the general's 


- constant pain and the lebor of breathing 


with which he contensed. It consisted 
in supplying the lungs with pesre oxy- 
gen. By this means the ability of the 
parts of the lun~s not congested and in- 
flamed to purify the blood was greatly 
increased. The injured and inflamed 
parts are vermitted to rest by means of 
the oxygen treatment, while the parts 
still unaffected work double. It was -this 
treatment which saved the life of Rud- 
yard Kipling when he suffered his severe 
iliress from pneumonia. , 

The Jameson, in giving out the public 
bulletins, has been conservative, and it 
was thought by some that General Har- 
rison’s condition was even more alarm- 
ing than the bulletins would indicate. It 
was stated this morning that a promi- 
nent n ber of the Harrison family had 
telephoned from the residence at noon 
that all hope had been abandoned. 

The widespread interest in the condi- 
tion of the’ former. president is shown 
by the hundreds of messages from every 
part of the country which poured into 
the newspaper offices and to the Harri- 
son home during the day. There*was not 
a state or territory that did not make 
inquiry by wire. Among the many tele- 
grams of inquiry received today was the 
following from the white house:

“This demand; thrown as a challenge 
in the face of Cuba by a powerful nation, 
will cause deep moral perturbations. 
People wonder how the United States, 
which are the exponents of liberty, can 
deny our right to defend the principle of 
liberty. “Was our fight the result of 
hatred of Spain or of love of liberty? 
The United States are too rich a power 
to ask of Cuba these crumbs of conces- 


as a star of greater magnitude, the United 
States will exercise a proportionate in- 
fluence on all the nations of the great 
family of American republics.”’

GIRL IS SAID TO BE DYING 


Alleged That She Was Lured from 
Home, Forced To Swallow a 
Drugged Potion and Then 
Foully Treated—Ac- 
cused Arrested. 


New York, March 12.—Unconsclous and, 
the physicians say, dying, Mary Paige, 
the pretty sixteen-year-old daughter of 
C. H. Paige, lies at her father’s home, 
Brooklyn, the victim’ of assault. Since 
she was found yesterday morning, wan- 
dering in the streets, it is said she has 
been conscious only a few minutes, when 
she managed to gasp out that she had 
been lured to a livery stable by three 
young men, forced to drink a drugged 
drink and then assaulted by the three. 

The police acted promptly after the 
girl’s father had reported to them. This 
afternoon they arrested George Abbott, 
Jr., seventeen years old, of Brooklyn. 
He admitted know!ng Mary, said he had 
taken her for a walk Sunday night and 
that two other young men had joined 
them, but declared that he knew nothing 
about her having been drugged, and de- 
nied that there had been any assault. He 
gave the names of the two other youths, 
and on Miss Paige’s complaint warrants 
were sworn out for their arrest. 

Late this afternoon the detectives took 
a& young man to the Adams street police 
court, where he made a long affidavit be- 
fore Magistrate Brenner. The detectives 
said the youth was a most important wit- 
ness in the case. They woukd not permit 
him to talk. 

This evening young Abbott was taken 
before Mary Paige and fully identified 
by her as the one who had given her the 
supposed drugged liquor and assaulted 
her. The girl’s condition was very much 
improved tonight and the attendirig phy- 
sician says there is little doubt of her re- 
covery, 


NEGRO TAKEN FROM OFFICERS. 


John Henderson, Who Killed Mrs. 

Younger, Seized by Mob. 
“Yfaska; ‘Tex., Match 12.—The négro John 
Henderson, who is charged with fhe mur- 
der of Mrs. Younger, near Corsicana, was 
taken off a northbound train here about 
9:30 o’clock tonight by eight or ten men, 
The negro has been in the Hillsboro jail 
and tonight two officers started with him 
to Fort Worth. When the train reached 
Itaska the men rushed into the negro 
compartment where the officers had the 


. prisoner and covered the officers with re- 


volverg, while others seized the negro and 
dragged him off the train. 

The negro ‘was placed in a rig and 
driven hurriedly away, supposedly in the 
direction of Corsicana. The men would 
not say where they-intended to take him. 
It is forty-five miles overland from here 
to Corsicana. 


WILL FIGHT WITH PISTOLS. 


Seconds of Buffet and de Roulede 
Agree on Conditions. 

Paris, March 12.—The seconds of M. 
Andrex Buffet, in his dispute with M. 
Paul de Roulede, Mm. de Cassagnac and 
De Ramel, and the seconds of M de 
Roulede, M. Maurice Barres and Dr. De 
Villers, met in Paris today and delib- 
erated over the proposed duel, after 
which the following statement was is- 


sued: 

‘‘Messieurs Barres and De Villers agreed 
that M. Buffet is the offended party. The 
weapon chosen is the pistol. Two bullets 
will be exchanged at the word of com- 
mand at twenty-five paces. The place, 
day and hour will be fixed later. The 
weapons, place and direction of the duel 
will be drawn for by lot. The under- 
signed undertake to call the attention 
of the principals to the fact that the 
invariable rule in affairs of honor forbids 
a gesture or a word being exchanged 
on the fleld between the combatants.”’

RUSHING ELECTION BILL.

Maryland Measure Passes House 
and Goes to Senate. 


WILL SOON BECOME A LAW 


Believed Senate Will Dispose of It 
' in Forty-eight Hours—Scme 
* of Its Features. . 


Annapolis, Md., March 12.The bill to 
amend the election laws so as to prevent 
iiliterates from voting passed the house 
this afternoon, four democrats, Messrs. 
Buckey, Pattison, Roberts and Garner, 
voting with the republicaps against the 
measure. The vote was 56 to 28. 

The bill is now in the hands of the 
senate, and if the plans of the demo- 
crats do not miscarry, it will become a 
law within the next forty-eight hours. 

The senate committee on legislation 
agreed on several amendments, as fol- 
lows: 

In Baltimore city the election parapher- 
nalia, ballots, etc., will be distributed by 
the police commissioners as at present. 
In the counties this work will be done 
by the election sunervisors. The penalty 
for violation of this section is changed 
from a fine of $1,000 to imprisonment for 
not more than three years or $1,000 fine, 
or. both, at the discretion of the court. 
This is the point which was insisted 
upon’ by the reform league. In addition 
to this the amendments already made in 
the house were engrafted. 

Among these changes and corrections 
is that making it certain that no new 
registration will be required, and that 
persons physically disabled from mak- 
ing their ballots must indicate to the 
clerk who aids them in selecting the in- 
dividuals for whom they wish to vote. 


TO BUILD MORE BATTLESHIPS. 


British Naval Estimates Show an 
Increase of Over $10,000,000. 
London, March 12.—The British naval 
estimates for 1901-02 amount to £30,875,500, 
an increase of over £2,000,000, chiefly for 
ship building. There is an increase of 
3.745 in the number of officers and men. 
The new ship building programme pro- 
vides for three battleships, six armored 
cruisers, two third class cruisers, ten tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, five torpedo boats, 
two sloons of war and five submarine 
boats. On some of these vessels work 
was begun in 1900. All the ships will be in 

course of construction this year. 


the admiralty report says: 

“Five of the type invented by Holland 
have been ordered, the first of which 
should be delivered next autumn, What 
the future value of these boats may be in 
naval warfare can only be a matter of 
conjecture. Experiments . with ( these 
boats will assist the admiralty in assess- 
ing their true value. The question of 
their employment must be studied in all 
its developments and their mechanism 
carefully watched in this_country.”’ 
During the year arrangments will be 
made with nearly all the great steamship 
companies by which their finest vessels 
will be held at the disposition of the ad- 
miralty for employment as armed cruis- 
ers when required. To the Itnes previous- 
ly engaged have been added the Orient 
Royal Mail and the Pacific companies. 
Eighteen of the largest and swiftest of 
the passenger steamers of these lines will 
receive an annual subvention. Thirty 
other steamers have been placed at the 
disposal of the admiralty without further 
subsidy. ,

~ Be Done by McKinley 
TALK OF WORLD CONGRESS 


Believed That International Confer 
ence on Canal Would Be Best 
Method “of Harmonizing 
Differences — Great 
Britain’s Reply. 


Washington, March 12.—No step has 
been taken by either side since the de- 
livery of the British note treating of the 
Senate amendments to the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, and it is understood that none 
will be taken in the immediate future. 
The treaty expired March 5, and it {s 
stated positively that at this moment our 
government is undecided as to whether or 
not it shall attempt to draw a new 
treaty with Great Britain. It is said 
that before anything of this kind is done 
the administration will take steps to 
learn the views of sefators and the party 
leaders in.congress. There will be no 
treaty submitted to the senate except 
upon a pretty clear understanding, that it 
is strong enough to secure the vote of 
two-thirds of the body. It is said at the 
state department that the British com- 
munication submitted yesterday will not 
be given out for publication for the 
present. 

A suggestion was made today that an 
international congress to be held in 
Washington might prove the best means 
of harmonizing the differences and bring- 
ing about a common ground of under- 
standing. Such a congress, it was point- 
ed out, was held to deal with the Suez 
canal problem, and out of it grew the 
Suez conyention which controls the usage 
of that waterway. 

Favor International Company. 

There is reason to believe that the proj- 
ect of an interretional congress at 
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Washington would meet with favor from 


several of the European maritime pow- 
ers, which have not up to this time 
taken a prominent part in canal affairs. 
On the other hand the idea of a congress 
met some opposition when informally 
suggested today to diplomatists who have 
taken a leading part in the canal negotia- 
tions. 

The Nicaraguan minister, Senor Corea, 
said today that he had no comment to 
make upon the rejection of the amend- 
ed Hay-Pauncefote treaty, except to say 
that almost it was but a temporary check 
to the project, which was of such im- 
portance to the commerce of the warld 
that differences would in time be ar- 
ranged and the great project realized, 
The minister regards the present state of 
affairs as a sort of bridge which will 
lead the way to a correct solution of the 
problem, and he is hopeful as ever that 
the actual work on the waterway wil} 
not be long deferred. 


England Invites Furthér Proposals. 


London, March 12.—The foreign office 
officials are nettled at the statement ca- 
bled here that no opening is left for fur- 
ther action in the case of Great Britain's 
reply to the United States’ notification of 
the senate’s amendments to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. It is pointed out that 
Great Britain's reply invites further pro- 
posals from the United States. Moreover, 
the foreign office understands that some- 
thing of this sort is already contem- 
plated in Washington. 

It is said here that there is no desire 
on the part of the British government 
that the matter should be dropped. They 
confidently expect further negotiations, 
and hope for a satisfactory conclusion, 
though this does not lessen their insist- 
ence on the integrity of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty until both signatories consent 
to its abrogation. 

Lord Cranborne, the under secretary 
for foreign affairs, in the house of com- 
mons today, referring to Great Britain's 
reply to the United States’ senate’s 
amendments to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty communicated yesterday, added 
that the British government was not en- 
gaged in negotiations with any other 
power on this subject. 

To Attack Monroeism. 

The afternoon papers here today follow 
the morning papers in approving the gov- 
ernment’s refusal to accept the senate’s 
amendments to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. The only novel suggestion in the 
matter appears in The Evening Standard, 
which is of the opinion that the time has 
come to attack Monroeism, and says: 

*‘Now that the republic is taking active 
interest in the world’s politics, the time 
has come when the fiction that the west- 
ern hemisphere is to be guarded as a 
close preserve for American enterprise 
should finally be exploded. English inter- 
ests are quite as paramount_as those of 
the sister states and it cannot be long be- 
fore the attention of the continental pow- 
ers will be more directly drawn to the 
commercial possibilities of the dormant 
southern half of the continent.”

CLASH CAME ABOUT LAND 


Russian Stopped Work That Was 
Going On, but British Officials 
Sent Troops and Had It 
Completed—Russians 
in Ugly Temper. 


London, March 13—4:30 a. m.—Friction 
has arisen at Tien Tsin between the 
British and Russians over a piece of land 
alleged to belong to the railway company 
and to have been in possession of the 
company for some years. 

According to dispatches from Tien Tsin 
the Russians assert that this land is part 
of their pew concession and therefore 
Russian property. Mr. Kinder, manager 
of the railway, had begun to make a 
siding. but was stopped by the Russian 
authorities. He appealed to Colonel Mc- 
Donald, who referred the matter to Gen- 
eral Barrow, British chief of staff in 
Pekin, who replied: 

“Carry on the siding with armed force 
if necessary,.’’ 

Guards were put on the line by the 
British and the work continued. 

General Wagasak, the Russian com- 
mander, protested and said the thing 
would not have been done if the Russians 
had had as many troops as the British, 
adding that such matters should be left 
to diplomacy. 

Colonel McDonald again communicated 
with General Barrow, who telegraphed: 

“Continue the siding.’’ 

General Wagasak, very indignant, ap- 
pealed to the Russian minister at Pekin, 
M, de Giers. 


Starming of a Great ‘Wall. 


The Pekin correspondent of The Morn- 
ing Post wiring Saturday and giving de- 
tails of the storming of a gate of the 
Grea¢ Wall by Colenel Ledebur’s column 
March 8th, says: 

“The Germans captured the Chung 
Shun pass between the provinces of Chi 
Li and Shan Si, after seven hours’ fight- 
ing. This result was brilliantly achieved 
by the Bavarian battalion, which march- 
ed 125 miles from Paoting-Fu in four 
days, through mountains and over diffi- 
cult mule tracks. 

“The Chinese held an apparently im- 
pregnable position on the great wall at 
the highest part of the pass. They had 
several thousand troops and artillery of 
all descriptions. The Germans attacked 
them with 600 infantry and two howitzers. 
The turning movement over an almost !m- 
passable country occupied several hours 
and was complé@tely successful. The Chi- 
nese fled-into the province of Shan Si, 
leaving at least a hundred dead and four 
Hotchkiss guns. The victory will have 
an excellent moral effect, as the Chinese 
believed their fortified mountain belt im- 
penetrable.”’

Dr: Debayle Tells of Interesting Ex- 
yg periments Being Conducted. 
Americans Have Put Ha- 
vana in First-Class 
Sanitary Condition,

Debayle, the delegate of Nicatagua and 
several other Central American’ countries 
at the’recent Cuban medical ¢ongress, is 
in ‘Washington-as the guest ofthe Nica- 
raguan minister, Senor Corea. .Dr. De- 
bayle. is the son-in-law of ex-President 
Sarasa, of Nicaragua. He says the med- 
teal delegates recently assembled in Cuba 
were impressed by the remarkable sani- 
’ tary improvements going on through ‘the 
enterprise of the Americans, and partic- 
ularly by the scientific experiments being 
conducted to learn the cause and to check 
_the progress of yellow fever. : es) 
“The experiments on yellow fever are 
being conducted just qutside of Havana,” 
said he, “under conditions which make 
most exact results attainable. Certain 
apartments are filled with yellow fever 
filth of al] kinds, with a degree of tem- 
perature akd an amount of moisture ex-- 
actly similar to the conditions which 
breed yellow fever. Here animals, and 
in some cases medica] men, expose them- 
selves, with a view to determining just 
how far contagion and infection can be 
spread under the worst possible condi- 
tions. In other apartments the best san- 
itary conditions prevail, except in the 
' presence of mosquitoes, confined in jars 
and allowed to circulate through the room 
when an experiment is being made. 


Mosquitoes Communicate Fever. 
“Tt has been demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that these mosquitoes when once 
tmoculated with the yellow fever commu- 
nicate it by their bite, the disease devel- 
oping in from two to three days. In 
another room there is another class of 
mosquitoes, which by actual experiment 
have failed to convey the disease. 
In the rooms where yellow fever filth 
‘4s located, individuals have lived for from 
thirty to fifty days, showing that there 
is no Ganger from this cause. As a re- 
sult of these American. experiments the 
delegates to the congress were of opinion 
that the ascertainment of the cause of 
yellow fever had gone beyond the experi- 
‘ghental stage and that it was nowan ac- 
‘ Gepted medical fact that @ particular class 
of mosquitoes conveyed the disease. I 
will so report to the governments which 
presented. I do not mean to say that 


proved that it is the most efficient cause 
of the spread of the disease in yellow fe- 
ver localities. Such a conclusion is not 
only of importance to Cuba, but to all 
countries similarly affected, as well as to 
the United States and other adjacent ter- 
fitory likely to be invaded by such plague. 
Already the American administration has 
’ established this valuable scientific fact 
‘and has reaped great practical benefit 
from it. There are now not more than 
four or five cases of yellow fever in Ha- 
vana, and at times the number is as low 
as’ two cases, which in an exceptionally 
good showing.

‘“‘The Americans are to be congratulat- 
ed also on the excsellent sanitary condi- 
tions throughout Havana. Modern san- 
itation has been carried into every house, 
perfect methods of plumbing taking the 
place of defective and dangerous old sys- 
tems. The streets are kept scrupulously 
clean, garbage is systematically removed 
and not only the public but all private lo- 
calities are kept in. the best sanitary con- 
dition. This alone speaks much for the 
beneficial influence which the Americans 
have exerted. 

“As to political conditions, I found the 
Cubans having a natural aspiration for 
self-government, although they are quite 
willing to concede guarantees to the Unit- 
ed States which will prevent foreign ag- 
gression. With these views prevailing, 
there seems to be little but details to ar- 
range to afford Cuba a free government, 
and at the same time give just security. 
to the United States.’’ 3

His Passports 


LOOMIS 1S CHARGED 
WITH FALSE REPORTS 


Alleged He Has Misrepresented Af- 
fairs to Washington Officials. 
Bitter Anti-American Cam- 
paign Waged—Castro 
Seems Supreme. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Tues- 
day, March  5.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)}—A correspondent of 
the Associated Press returned today from 
another visit to Caracas. 

In Caracas a campaign against the 
United States and its ministers is going 
on in the press. Specifically, Mr. Loomis 
is charged with sending to the gepart- 
ment of state at Washington information 
about the fight between the sailors of the 
Lancaster and the police at La Guayra, 
which was of an exaggerated character. 
Mr. Loomis has steadily declined to be 
drawn into any newspaper controversy 
here and doubtless, acting under orders, 
Says nothing and makes no denials, no 
matter how much he is abused, 

It is the opinion of many wel] informed 
people that after having worked up the 
feeling against the. United States to a 
high pitch the government will try to win 
a little cheap applause for courage by 
giving the American minister his pass- 
ports. This sort of thing has been done 
in the past by dictators who were playing 
to the galleries for popularity and both 
an American and French minister were 
sent home without just cause to gratify 
the personal spite and political ambition 
of a president. The French government 
has ever since refused to renew diplo- 
matic relatigns and the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment has been pleading for more than 
a dozen years to bring about their re- 
newal. 

Threats are also made of expelling for- 
eign newspaper correspondents at Cara- 
cas, The papers inspired by government 
officials are suggesting, and even demand- 
ing, the recall of Minister Loomis, but as 
yet no reason except the tales they have 
invented have been given for the proposed 
sending away of a minister of a country, 
which, more than any other in the world, 
has gone out of its way ang taken the 
gravest risks to assist Venezuela, 

It appears that Commander Sargent, of 
the -Scorpion, brought a very“important 
report to United States Minister Loomis 
about the political, military qand commer- 
cial situation in eastern Venezuela and 
the Oronoco valley. Commander Sargent 
has canvassed the whole gituation in 
Venezuela and has collected facts affect- 
ing all of the important American minifhg 
and other enterprises in Venezuela. The 
Secorpion’s officers report that the whole 
eastern part of the country is pacified 
and that the troops have been withdrawn. 
Ptesident Castro has suppressed the 
revolution completely» ana business has 
been everywhere resumed. Hostile feel- 
ing toward Americans was observed in 
many places and dislike of foreigners 
seems to be somewhat general. Threats 
to burn the general offices of the Oronoco 
Company, limited, at Santa Catalina, 
have been frequent of late and the man- 
ager reports great hostility on the part of 
the Venezuelans in that part of the 
country. 


POWERFUL ARMY FOR AUSTRIA 


Minister Von Welse:sheim Says 
Forces Must Be Increased. 


Vienna, March 12.—In the lower house 
of the Austrian reichsrath today the re- 
cruiting bil] was passed to a third reading 
after an exciting debate. 

The minister of national d°fense. ' 
Welser von Welsersheim, in the course of 
his speech on the measure, declared that 
the Austrian army system must be 
progressive. 

“A powerful monarch,” he continued, 
‘thas initiated a study of the disarma- 
ment question, but so far without result. 
There is an incessant accumulation of 
armaments, and those having interests to 
protect must arm themselves lLikewise.”’ 

Referring to the defects of the militia 
system, he pointed out that, as a result 
of her experience in South Africa, Eng- 
land was increasing her standing army. 
He declared that it wus fmpossible to re- 
duce the term of military service in Aus- 
tria and alleged that the army must be 
an asylum against national storms. 

The Czech members created disorder 
by attempts to speak in their own lan- 
guage, which the president checked.

To Capital Stock of Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. 
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STOCK TO BE SOLD AT PAR 


Directors To Be Divided Into Three 
Classes—Pennsylvania Supreme 
in B. and ©. Affairs. 


Philadelphia, March 12.—The stockhold- 
ers of the Pennsylvania Rallroad Com- 
pany at ‘the meeting today decided to 
vote on the question of. increasing the cap- 
ital stock of the company $100,000,000, and 
to take a vote on the classification of the 
directors. The stock will be voted on 
these questions on Tuesday, March 26th, 
when the annual election will be held. The 
capital stock is now $151,700,000 and the in- 
crease will bring the total to $251,700,000. 

Nothing was said as to the manner in 
which the stock will be issued, the reso- 
lution adopted ,by the shareholders au- 
thorizing the “Issuance, disposition and 
sale at a price not less than par of such 
increase, at such time or times and in 
such manner as the directors of said com- 
pany shall by resolution prescribe.’’ 

The thirteen directors of the company 
are to be divided into four classes, the 
first class to consist of four and each of 
the other classes of three directors, and 
will be elected as follows: 

Those of the first class for the term of 
one year; those of the second class for 
the term of two years; those of the third 
ciass for the term of three years, and 
those of the fotrth class for the term 
of four years, and at each ensuing annual 
election the number of directors necessary 
to take the place of those whose term of 
office expires shall be elected for the 
term of four years. 

Penrsylvania and B. and O. 

New York, March 12.—When a member 
of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. was 
asked today if additional representatives 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
were likely to be elected directors of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, he answered: 

“The Pennsylvania can have anything 
in the Baltimore and Ohio it wants.”’ 

He then explained that the situation 
was similar to that produced by the Union 
Pacific’s recent purchase of a large block 
of stock in the Southern Pacific. He ad- 
mitted that the burden of responsibfility 
for the future development of the Baltli- 
more and Ohio is now vested with the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 

It has been reported for several days 
that the Pennsylvania has very consider- 
ably increased its holdings of Baltimore 
and Ohio stock. The amount was given 
as high as 200,000 shares of the common 
and an equal amount of the preferred. 


BRIDGE PAINTERS ON STRIKE. 


They Claim One of Their Number 
Was Unjustly Discharged. 


New York, March 12.—A strike among 
the’ employees of the new East river 
bridge was ordered today. The strike 
was begufi by the painters on grounds of 
a rather peculiar hature and it is feared 
will be followed by a general sympathetic 
strike on the part of the iron workers. 

The strike of the painters grew out of 
the discharge of John Hale, one of the 
painters who was on the scaffold, the 
rope fastenings of which broke on Friday, 
causing the death of Frank Aberton, who 
fel] a distance of 10 feet and was dashed 
to death at the base of the granite an- 
chorage. 

Hale, in saving himself, fractured his 
left arm and dropped a pot of black paint, 
which in falling, struck the granite an- 
chorage, causing a disfigurement of the 
surface.For this, it is claimed, hg was 
discharged. 

In addition to the demand for Hale’s re- 
instatement the painters, on account of 
the immense height at which they are 
compelled to work, demand an additional 
35 cents ner day. They have been re- 
ceiving $2.25 per day. 


CAESAR CELSO MORENO DEAD. 


Was a Globe Trotter and Claimed 
Several Rulers as Friends. 


Washington, March 12.—Caesar Celso 
Moreno, for years a familiar character 
in the streets and at the capitol, died here 
today from a stroke of paralysis. Moreno 
had a picturesque and adventurous ca- 
reer. He had visited nearly every civil- 
ized portion of the globe and claimed sev- 
eral rulers as his friends. For the past 
few years he had led rather a precarious 
existence in this city. He was a native 
of Italy, saw service in the Crimean war, 
and while in Sumatra was instrumental 
in a movement for inciting the natives 
to revolt against Holland, Later he was 
sent to Tonquin by the French govern- 
ment in some official capacity and thence 
went to China, where he organized the 
first steamship company under the Chi- 
nese flag. g 

Shortly after the civil war he landed 
at San Francisco and was successful In 
securing the enactment of the Moreno 
laws for the protection of coast fisheries. 
In 1872 he organized a trans-Pacific cable 
company in which Leland Stanford\was 
interested and finally a charter was ob- 
tained from congress for constructigg a 
cable to cost $10,000,000. Z 

He again went to the Orient and subse- 
quentiy came to the Sandwich islands, 
where he gained the confidence of King 
Kalakua. The latter, angered by the -e- 
fusal of the cabinet to approve. a loan 
of $1,000,000 by the Hawafian government 
for the building of the proposed Cable, 
dismissed the members gnd sélected four 
new counsellors, Morene being designated 
as prime minister. Moré@no carried things 
with a high hand and after five days of 
power was forced to give up the position. 
He was still a favorite with the king, 
however, and the latter secretly commis- 
sioned him as minister to the United 
States and every court in, Europe, but 
this was soon revoked.

WHY FIGHT WAS NOT PUSHED 


The Cloture Possibility Discussed. 
Right of Unrestricted Debate 
and Its Great Value—Only 
Safeguard Left the 
Minority.

Washington, D. C., March 12.—(8pecial.) 
There is absolutely no warrant for the 
declaration, made in many republican 
newspapers and repeated, I regret to say, 
in some of democratic politics, that the 
democrats of the senate abandoned the 
principles of the platform of their party 
when they permitted a vote to be taken 
on the Philippvinee amendment to the 
army appropriation bill. 

Whether or not their action in this re- 
spect was a political mistake of judgment 
may be open to controversy; but if it 
was a mistake In judgment, it was cer- 
tainly nothing more serious. 

It is impossible to read the speeches 
made by democratic senators against 
what they considered this unwarranted 
piece of legislation without absolving 
them of every suspicion of having aban- 
doned the declaration of their party plat- 
form or having in any way changed 
front with regard to the principles in- 
volved. ‘They went on record, not only 
by their speeches, but by their votes, 
against this Philippine amendment. Ev- 
ery democrat in the senate, with the ex- 
ception, I believe, of Mr. McLaurin, of 
South Carolina, voted against the Spoon- 
er amendment. There has been ng 
proposition of a political nature upon 
which the minority side of the chamber 
was so nearly unanimous as this partic- 
ular plece of legislation. Not only, as I 
have said, did they vote against it, but 
they attacked it with all the vigor at 
their command, and some of these atl- 
tacks, notably that of Senator Bacon, 
were of a character which, in the opin- 
ion of many republicans, ought to have 
been replied to. 

A Question of Policy. 


Was it good policy, then, or was it 
not, to let a vote be taken? 

In the iight of after events, a good 
many people have beileved the democrats 
should have held out against the amend- 
ment to the very last, defeating the army 
appropriation bill if it were necessary 
and throwing over a lot of legistation to 
an extra session of congress. This idea, 
it may be said in passing, was very vig- 
orousiy presented by the newspapers of 
Washington, which, representing the 
unanimous opinion of the residents of 
Washington, were anxious for an extra 
session. The same opinion was held by 
other newspapers and other people, and 
it is only fair to say that some of the 
democratic senators have, in view of all 
this criticism, expressed themselves as 
believing they may have made a mistake. 
But none of them believe that the party’s 
representatives in the senate can be 
charged with anything more than an er- 
ror of judgment, which is a very human 
failing. There are some republican sen- 
ators who believe their party made a 
mistake in putting through this legisla- 
tion, but these charge their leaders with 
nothing more serious than mistaken judg- 
ment. 


Reasons Which Prevailed. 


Before condemning the democrats of 
the senate, it is only fair that all of the 
circumstances should be considered. 
That anxiety for the passage of other 
legislation—the St, Louis fair appropria- 
tion and the river and harbor bill, for in- 
stance—did influence some senators in 
their desire for the early passage of the 
army appropriation bill there can be no 
doubt; but graver and weightier reasons 
than these influenced the action of other 
senators. 

For instance, the passage of the bill 
making necessary appropriations for the 
support of the army was involved. The 
democratic party has undoubtedly suf- 
fered to a very considerable extent from 
republican misrepresentation of its atti- 
tude toward granting the necessary men 
and supplies with which to sustain the 
operations of the army. 

It has been charged that, having vir- 
tually forced the administration to bring 
on the war with Spain, the democrats 
immediately sought to hamper the ad- 
ministration in the conduct of that war 
through their insistence upon what. they 
regarded a sensible restriction, or at 
least supervision, of expenditures in con- 
nection therewith. The fifty million dol- 
lar appropriation was voted the presi- 
dent unanimously and there has never 
been any guvod ground of the charge 
that the democrats were seeking in any 
way to hamper the president or head of 
the army in the matter of subsequent ap- 
propriations; but every time they have 
demanaled the proper scrutiny of appro- 
priations since then, and every time they 
have sought to secure an investigation 
into alleged improprieties, the republican 
newspapers have raised a howl about their 
opponents “endeavoring to hamper the 
army.”’ 


The Danger of Misrepresentation. 


They seem to have taken it for granted 
that the republicans should be atlowed 
to pass any law or any appropriation 
bearing upon the army without being 
criticised. 

Now, while there has been no good 
ground fer the charge that the democrats 
as a party were seeking to obstruct the 
proper operation and support of the 
army, this cry has been raised and the 
country at large has manifested a dis- 
position to believe that the cry was war- 
ranted. It is not, of course, the act itself 
that hurts politically, but it is the con- 
struction which the country puts upon 
any act for which a political party is 
responsible; and when it came to the 
consideration of this Philippine proposi- 
tion as an amendment to the army ap- 
propriation bill, the democrats, had they 
kiiled the bill, would have been charged 
from one end of the country to the other 
with having refused to vote the neces- 
sary supplies for the army while that 
army was under fire in the Philippine 
islands, ! 

The knowledge that a fillbuster against 
the army appropriation bill would have 
put the party in this unenviable light be- 
fore the country, Influenced senators to 
allow a vote on the bill and the amend- 
ment when they would never have per- 
mitted a vote upon the Philippine propo- 
sition had it come in the shape of a sep- 
arate and distinct piece of legislation. 
Then in addition to this consideration, 
there was an even more important one 
to be reckoned with. 


How Cloture Was Involved. 


The minority had through the exercise 
of its undoubted right just talked to death 
the ship subsidy bill. By doing this they 
had incurred the bitterest enmity of Sen- 
ator Hanna and Senator Frye. both of 
whom are powers to be reckoned with.

ed in a renewal of the demand that the 
senate adopt some cloture rule to limit de- 
bate. An effort had been made to com- 
mit the republican majority to the adop- 
tion of such a rule. While there was no 
general mourning on the republican side 
against the failure of the ship subsidy 
bill, the fate of that measure did bring 
from Senator Hanna an aggressive de- 
mand for the adoption of cloture. 

It is unquestionably true that the most 
valuable right or power which remains to 
the minority in congress is this right or 
power of unlimited debate in the senate. 
As during the past dozen or so years the 
house has become more and more of a 
mere machine in the hands of the speaker 
representing the majority, so has it lost 
its former position as a deliberative body. 
It is contended, and rightly, that more 
time is required for the deliberation of 
matters of legislation in the senate than 
would be the case if the house was almw- 
ed to properly consider measures brought 
before it. The right to conduct this de- 
liberation within proper and sensible lim- 
its is all that senators have demanded, 
and that right is given them under the 
senate rules. 


The Effect cf Unlimited Debate. 


It has always been the contention of 
those who oppose cloture that no meas- 
ure has been killed by filibustering when 
a majority of the senate was honestly for 
it. It was known in the present instance 
that a majority of the senate—in fact, 
every republican member—was in favor of 
the enactment of the Spooner amendment. 
Democratic leaders, considering this fact, 
and seeing ahead the possibility of clo- 
ture being made a republican party meas- 
ure and an administration demand if the 
privilege of debate were abused, deter- 
mined that there was nothing to be gain- 
ed and much to be lost by talking the 
army bill to death. 

Looking at it from a purely practical 
standpoint they saw that defeat of the 
proposition at the regular session would 
simply carry it over to a special session, 
and that nothing would be gained by that 
step.

“The South in Demand. 

The awakening of the whole country 
to the productive importance of the 
States south marks the beginning of a 
career which will only end by:the su- 
premacy of the section involved. 

Philadelphia has fast raised one mil- 
lion dollars to put on a line of coasting 
steamers to New Orleans. The s*heme 
has been. urged because of the untold 
resources of the southern states, the 
trade of which the manufacturers and 
merchants of the Quaker City are anx- 
ious to attract. It was in the line of 
this campaign that the Trades League 
invited the attendance of the Southern 
Industrial convention next June. The 
reception given the commissioners of 
the Charigston exposition was highly 
enthusiastic, The Philadelphia Evening 
Telegraph declaring that— 

It is hoped and expected that not only 
will our business men take an active part 
in making an adequate and creditable 
showing at this great fair, but that the 
city itself, as a municipality, will, fol- 
lowing the example of other cities, erect 
a Philadelphia building and send an ex- 
hibit worthy of the occasion. Our busi- 
ness relations with the south are exten- 
sive and mutually advantageous, but 
they can be made more intimate and 
more satisfactory by such communica- 
tions as are best effected by expositions 
of the character here referred to, and 
there is no place in the country more at- 
tractive for the holding of such an expo- 
sition than the ancient and. picturesque 
city of Charleston. 

Cincinnati also is wide awake for the 
attraction of southern trade. On this 
subject The Commercial Tribune says: 

If Cincinnati is to expand, if, indeed, she 
is to retain her present position as a 
center of industry and manufactures, a 
great entrepot of trade, she must stretch 
out her arms to the magical and marvel- 
ous southland, with its extraordinary 
growth and unlimited possibilities. Cin- 
cinnati should make herself known in 
every mart, in every port, in every trad- 
ing center, however small; on every 
plantation in the south. With active, ag- 
gressive and energetic rivals for south- 
ern trade to compete with, we can not 
fold. our arms and stand still. Advance 
we must, or recede we surely shall. The 
census of 1900 did not prove satisfactory 
to Cincinnatians; that of 1910 will prove 
less so unless speedy, systematic, judi- 
cious action be taken to give us just 


“prominence in the markets of the south. 


It is all very well to point to large 
amounts of accumulated wealth, owned 
by a few whose nominal home is, pér- 
haps, here, but whose expenditures of 
wealth are made elsewhere. Such treas- 
ure is of no benefit to the masses of our 
people. The people who make our city 
are not the wealthy few, but the content- 
ed, laborious, constantly employed, fair- 
ly remunerated workingmen, the bread 
winners and wage earners generally, be- 
sides the out-of-town dealers who come 
here to buy, to gell or both, $8tagnant 
money, treasure locked up or diverted to 
outside channels, means a retrogressive 
Cincinnati, a fading population, receding 
trade. 

Coming to a bill of particulars, The 
Commercial-Tribune sums up the sit- 
uation this way: 

The value of the southern market to 
every manufacturing center of the north 
is clearly shown by its agricultural devel- 
opment in the last decade. The South 
Atlantic division (the eight states of Del- 
aware, Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, North. Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida and the District of 
Columbia) will show an increase of from 
110,000. to 220,000 farms over the last 
decade. In 1890 there were 749,600 farms 
reported in these states, the area of farm 
land being 100,157,173 acres. The schedules 
for the tweifth census indicate an aggre- 
gate of from 850,000 to 960,000 farms, with 
a corresponding increase in the acreage 
of improved land. 

Thig division may be considered more or 
less out of the sphere of Cincinnati’s 
mercantile and manufacturing influence.

These movements to secure atten- 
tion in the south are but a tardy recog- 
nition of facts. <A section which can 
command $500,000,000 a year for a sin- 
gle crop item is not so slow but that it 
will reach out for the $2,.000,000,000 or 
$3,000,000,000 to be found in itg manu- 
facture. Her people will be glad of 
welcome either in Cincinnati or Phil- 
adelphia, but what they both want is 
that the manufacturers and those who 
prefer to place their accumulations in 
manufactures should come down and 
spy out the land with a view of locat- 
ing. The Lancashire of the future will 
be along the southern foothills of the 
Blue Ridge. The men who recognize 
this fact early will be the cotton barons 
of the future.

Hard To Please. 

The Baltimore American is, at times, 
very hard to please. 

It is extremely anxious for an honest 
Ballot in some states. It favors an in- 
telligence qualification in some cases. 
It also wants the voter to come to a 
conclusion unhampered by outside sug- 
gestion or interference. 

The legislature of Maryland has as- 
sembled in extra session to enact a new 
election law. It proposes the printing 
of a plain ballot. such as cannot be 
objected to by an intelligent voter. 
This sort of ballot would be as fair for 
the one side as the other, but perhaps 
not entirely acceptable to the ignorant 
man who had already sold his vote and 
was anxious to deliver it. And The 
American kicks. 

Under the existing law, signs, such as 
an eagle or a Lincoln head, are allow- 
able. Thus a thousand ignorant blacks 
can be corraled over night, rushed to 
the polls at. dawn, told to vote the 
“eagle” or ‘“‘Lincoln head,” as the case 
may be, and the republican idea of in- 
telligent voting has been fulfilled.

The Damage Verdict. 

The disparity in damage verdicts sug- 
gests a weak place somewhere in the 
law. 

Thus The New York World observes: 

A recent review of juries’ verdicts found 
against the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany for a year showed that for almost 
exactly the same injuries different plain- 
tiffs had been awarded all sorts of dif- 
ferent rates of compensation, ranging 
from $500 to $10,000. There is, in fact, no 
fixed rule or principle in assessing dam- 
ages. Juries award whatever they please, 
and judges annul their awards when- 
ever they choose. The result is that one 
man for the loss of an arm or.a leg 
receives $1,000 and another $10,000. This 
makes all such suits mere lotteries, and a 
lottery is not justice. A fixed scale of 
compensation for personal injuries is 
plainly a requirement of equity. 

There should be some settled plan 
as suggested by which correct figures, 
uniform in application, could be ar- 
rived at. The duty of the jury should 
be to pass on the facts, leaving the 
penalty to some better mode of imposi- 
tion.

9 cents was about the best offered. This 
cotton has been carried at considerable 
experise, and it now seems that farmers 
who ‘held on have the worst endof a 
bad bargain. The market may go much 
lower than 9 cents. 


Pecin Trees in Georgia. 

The pecan industry is being carefully 
looked into throughout the state of 
Gedrgia, and that this industry has a 
great future in the state stems more than 
likely. The Flovilla nurseries have quite 
a fine lot of the pecan trees and quite a 
number of them have been sold through- 
out the state. In addition to their bear- 
ing qualities, the pecan tree makes a 
beautiful shade tree for parks and side- 
walks in the cities, and there is no doubt 
but what it will become very pepular. 

Those who should know whereof they 
speak declare that the soil and climate 
of southwestern Georgia are peculiarly 
adapted to the growth of the pecan, and 
that nuts raised in this immediate sec- 
tion are superior to those pgy»duced else- 
where in the country. . Certainly are 
the southwest Georgia nuts better than 
those so far offered to the trade by grow- 
ers in other states. 


The Georgia Miner Best. 

It fas been found in the gold field about 
Dahlonega that the native miners have 
much greater success than those brought 
there by the northern companies. One 
of the largest of the new companies 
working in the Georgia gold field has 
tried miners from the north and west 
and copper mine diggers from Tennessee, 
but none of them have had the success 
of the native Georgia miner. The Lump- 
kin county miner has accomplished much 
more for the various companies than those 
brought from other sections. It is stated 
that few of the mines worked under the 
directions of the native miners have 
failed to pay well until sulphurets were 
struck. The native miner, instead of 
sinking expensive “shagts. follows the 
veins on an incline, ‘making something 
every day, which is very, encouraging to 
the miner and to thoge most interested. 


Running on Full Time. 


While many of the, cotton mills 
throughout the south have been running 


Mat. reduced time, news comes from Au- 


gusta that the milis at that place are 
running on full time. In speaking of the 
condition «t that place one of the Co- 
lusbus papers says: The mills are all 
running on full time, and the operatives 
put in full week’s work. No reduction in 
the amount of work hours has taken 
place in the Columbus mils, and the oper- 
atives consequently continue to draw full 
pay, notwithstanding the conditions in 
ether states. The curtailment movement 
has recetved no assistance in Columbus, 
where the mills are running on full time 
and giving steady employment to all good 
operatives. In one Carolina mill where 
curtailment -was had, the operatives be- 
come scattered over that section, and 
most of them took up other vocations.

sin las carboneras!” (“H for 

free Cuba without the coaling s ns!"") 
‘The newsboys and street gamins as 
they haunted the calles last night caught 
up this slogan, and were listened to with 
approval by their elders. The people of 
Cuba are by a large majority opposed to 
giving, selling or leasing land for coal- 
ing stations to the United States. The 
other demands made by the American 
government upon Cuba are not go objee- 
tionable in the popular mind. The aver- 
age Cuban is not affected by limitation 


| of the island’s debt creating powers, for 


he is sublimely indifferent to great finan- 
cial problems. The provision prohibiting 
any governmental act that shall limit 
the independence of Cuba sounds well to 
the patriotic ear of the native, and he 
agrees to that all right. “‘No foreign gov- 
ernment shall be permitted to find lodge- 
ment on Cuban soil.” “Ha!” exclaims 
Don Juan to Don Jose, “that’s right.” 

“But what's this?’’ Then there dawns 
an idea upon the subtle, slippery, suspi- 
cious mind of the man who ever since 
the beginning of the occupation by the 
Americans has had his eye upon the li- 
cense of political speculation to begin 
when the Americans shall have with- 
drawn their power from the island. 
“Three coaling stations! Why, that 
means that the United States will never 
entirely withdraw from Cuba, and our 
Patria will never be absolutamente libre.” 
Then he rises in his puny wrath and 
says: “We will drive the Americano 
from our fair land as we drove the hated 
Spaniard.”” And this is all gospel truth; 
I hear it every day. 

A government official told me two days 
ago that his agents are bringing him 
daily reports that indicate,a movement 
which, unless checked, will end in an out- 
break. The streets are full of rumors, 
and the Cubans talk openly of armed 
resistance. Senor Salvador Cisneros, in 
his unguarded defiance to tHe United 
States made in the convention hall a 
few days ago, struck a spark that is 
growing into a flame.

There is a proposition much talked ot 
during the past twenty-four hours of 
asking some foreign government to act 
as arbitrator between Cuba and the 
United States. This appeals to many 
people who, although as bitterly anti- 
American as their moreeheadstrong com- 
patriots, are aware of the futility and dis- 
aster of opposing the demands of the 
United States by force. It would be a 
move entirely in keeping with Latin di- 
plomacy, and would, in the opinion of its 
advocates, put Unc Sam in a hole, for 
it appears fair enough on its face. 

Secret sessions of delegates to the con- 
stitutional convention are being held in 
the back room of the Mart! thgater, the 
building where the convention meets. 
The suggestions by the United States of 
terms of international relations, which 
were so lightly rejected by thea commis- 
sion appointed to consider the subject, 
have been presented again with the aided 
weight of congressional action, and the 
same gentlemen have been appointed 
again to consider them in the new light 
shed upon American intentions. It all 
looks so different now that the congress 
has peremptorily shut off any discussion 
of the subdect. Two of the prominent 
figures of the committee are Diego Ta- 
mayo, secretary of state and government, 


and Juan Gualberto Gomez, editor and 


orator at large. Senor Tamayo is @ con- 
servative and dignified white mah—one 
of the class who, if in control of Cuba’s 
affairs, would act for her best interests, 
and he is in fdvor of acceding to Amerti- 
can demands. Senor Gomez has African 
features, kinky hair and is short and 
squat in figure. As he moves about the 
convention hall he reminds one irresisti- 
bly of a darkey doctor at a cake walk. 
Gomez is in favor of shedding blood— 
anybody’s blood—rather than yield to the 
tyrannigal exactions of the Yankee. In 
commenting upon the presence of these 
two opposing individualities on the “re- 
lations committee,” La Lucha remarks 
editorially: ‘“‘We are in the hands of 
God!” and adds that it jis to be hoped 
wisdom will govern the members of the 
committee in reconsidering the question.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The disbarment order against the Illi- 
nois Life Insurance Company has been 
lifted, and the licenses in Georgia now 
held by that company will not be for- 
feited. The removal of this disbarment 
is the result of finding of the semi-annual 
statement of the company attached to 
a statement forwarded to the comptroller 
instead of the governor. 

Yesterday morning a telegram from 
Chicago was received by Comptroller 
Wright stating that the report of the 
Illinois Life had been sent to him in- 
stead of Governor Candler. Upon inves- 
tigation the semi-annual statement was 
found attached to another statement in 
the office of the comptroller. This fact 
‘was reported to the governor and the 
order of disbarment stopped. 

During the mornin~ Comptroller 
Wright : mailed. the presidents. and.agents 
‘éf all of the other six companies, de- 
barred by failure to send semi-annual 


‘reports, a letter notifying them of their 


forfeiture of licenses and rights to do 
business In the state during the present 


year. 

A copy of the letter is as follows: 

I am officially advised by his excel- 
lency, the governor, under date of 
March llth, that you have failed to 
file your semi-annual statement for 
the six months ending December 31, 
1900, as required by law; and by rea- 
son of such failure to file said state- 
ment the company’s right to do busi- 
ness for the current year has been 
forfeited. No license to your company 
or its agents to do business fn this 
state for this year can be issued by 
this department. F 

Any attempt to do business in this 
state on the part of your company 
will be in violation of the law and 
punishable under the laws of the 
state. 

The companies to which it was mailed 
are: 
National Life Insurance Company, 
of Washington, D. C.; Georgia Mutual 
Aid. Association, United States Benefit 
Association of Atlanta, Western Mu- 
tual Life Association of Chicago, and 
the Frankfort Accident and Marine of 
New York.

Hon. J. Pope Btown, railroad commis- 
sionér, is squarely in the race for gov- 
ernor"of Georgia in 1902, 

There is no longer any doubt as to 
Mr. Brown's intentions. The Constitution 
has it upon the best authority that Mr. 
Brown {s not only now in the race, but 
that he is making a quiet canvass of the 
State in his own interest as a candidate 
for the governoship. 

Mr. Brown has been in frequent con- 
sultation with his friends during the !ast 
month or two and has at last reached a 
definite decision.

The .extension of space was accompa- 
nied by the condition that work upon the 
exhibit be begun before the ist of April 
and that the exhibit be completed by the 
time for the opening of the exposition.

CITY'S GARBAGE 
SERIOUS PROBLEM 


Question Is Perplexing Board of Health 
and Others. 


ECONOMICAL PLAN WANTED 


Will Fight It Out at Meeting To Be 
Held Tomorrow. 


DANGER OF SHORT WATER SUPPLY 


Mayor Mims Opposed Plan To Adver- 
tise for Bids Proposed by 
Dr. Bizzell. 


The problem of the best @nd most eco- 
nomical disposition of the city’s garbage 
is assuming large proporttons, and there 
is considerable difference of opinion in 
the board of health as to the best meth- 
od to be pursued. 

Just as a motion by Dr. Bizzell, to ad- 
vertise for bids for disposing of the gar- 
bage for one year, was about to be put 
to the board yesterday, Mayor Mims 
made an emphatic protest against hav- 
ing this work done by contract, asserting 
that it could best be done by the city 
itself and under its direct. supervision. 
‘The result of the meeting of the sub- 
committee from the finance committee 
with the board of health to consider the 
question of garbage yesterday afternoon 
was, therefore, that the whole matter 
should go over until tomorrow afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, when the sub-committee, an 
old committee appointed by council on 
the same. subject, and the board of health 
will meet, and, as one of the latter 
put it, fight it out. | 

The meeting yesterday served to em- 
phasize the fact that the city has not 
sufficient water to carry off its sew- 
age, a question which Dr. Benson declares 
will prove to be a serious one. That is 
another problem which will soon have 
to be met. 

The value of several propositions before 
the board of health was inquired into. 
An analysis of the proposition of Ven- 
able Bros. to remove the city’s garbage 
for $85,000 a year under a five year con- 
tract, while apparently meaning a sav- 
ing of some $20,000 a year to the city, 
seemed to some members of the board, 
because of other expenses in the same 
connection, to be more expensive than 
the present plan. * 

Another proposition with aeference to 
the building of several crematories may 
be investigated and considered, since 
the members of the health board look 
upon incineration as the ideal method of 
disposirig of garbage and night soil. 

The Lester crematory is now destroy- 
ing the city’s garbage for $1,000 per 
month, but wants now to make a new 
contract and charge $1,800 per month. 
The board of health and the finance cem- 
mittee are not inclined to accede to any 
such terms, and in any event some ar- 
rangement will undoubtedly be made to 
avoid the necessity of paying any such 
price, ' 

Considerable opposition was manifested 
in any event to the city’s parting with 


ite teams now used by the sanitary de- 


-— 


partment. These, it was argued, should 
by all means be held in the event of an 
emergency. But another defect to be 
remedied was brought out in this con- 
nection. It is the fact that the teams of 


one-fourth of their time because of hav- 
ing to go so great a distance to the stables. 
Any plan decided upon will doubtless con- 
template the removal of these stables 
into the city. 

Finally the discussion reached a point 
where Dr. Bizzell moved that it was 
the sense of the joint meeting that bids 
be asked for the reception and disposi- 
tion of the city’s night soil and garbage 
at two accessible points in the city to be 
approved by the board of health at a rate 
per ton. 

As the question was about to be put, 
Mayor Mims made a short talk opposing 
the farming out of any of the city’s work 
that can be done by the city itself. He 
said he realized that the problem was a 
very complicated one, but he believed 
there was a solution of it under which 
the city could do the work just as cheap- 
ly and to better advantage than it can 
be done by an outside party. He be- 
lieved the letting of this work under con- 
tract would result in a great deal more 
trouble than is at present experienced. 

Mayor Mims created some antusement 
by telling of a municipality which 
bought 20,000 acres of land, irrigated it 
with the city’s garbage, and now he said 
it was one of the richest pieces of land 
‘known, ana one of the healthiest spots 
in that section. 

*““‘Made it a health resort like our union 
depot,”” suggested Dr. Jarnagin. 

It was then decided that the whole 
matter should go over until tomorrow 
afternoon.
